Heavily laden with cargo for 
Shanghai, Hongkong and Manila the 
American frelghter Dorothy Lucken- 
‘buch caught atire when about a weelc 
from China, and but for the prompt 
and eMcient way in which the fire 
was handled by Captain Jerlops and 
his crew, may not have reached’ port 
to tell her story, The ship reached 
Hongkong yesterday, . 

First signs of the fire were noticed 
by the third assistant engincer, Albert 
KR. Johnson, when fumes leaked into 
tlic engine room, The. alarm was 
ralsed, and the fire located In No, 7 
hold on the starboard side aft. As 
chemicals and other dangerous goods 
were in that hold. the Captain Icept 
the hatches down, and steam. was 
forced into the hold through three 
holes made through the steel deck. 

Te fire’ was discovered at 3 p.m. 
and it was thought under control by 
6 p.m, but o further alarm was raised 
by the man on watch at 10 p.m. when 
he felt the deck growing hot again, 

The crew was-calied out again, 
and it,was mot until the next day 
that ‘the fre was considered under 
control again. Throughout the night, 
and the day after, water from fire 
hoses was kept playing on the hatch 
and decks until they were cooled off. 

A_ large quantity ‘of deck cargo, 
mostly for Manila, had to be thrown 
overboard in order to ullow the holes 
to be drilled In tho deci, vee 

“Wo did riot know what was going 
to happen,” sald one seaman, “The 
captain was smart, us he slowed the 
ship down, and kept the hatch closed.

Sympathies With Soviet. 

“Our sympathy’ goes to the Sovict 
Union and we are confident that

The paper, referring to the . Axis 
Alliance states, “to understand the 
significance of the Tripartite Pact wa 
must draw attention to the aims ‘of 
the Antl-Comintern Pact. The pow-

The purpose of the order Is to 
conserve the supply for defence uscs. 

The United States for many 
months has been storing emergency 
stocks of raw rubber from the Far 
East but there were increasing 
indications that the stocks were not 
accumulating as fast as was advis- 
able.
